1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  for  the  same.

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $600.00  for 
welfare  work. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  for 
aid  to  the  Laconia  Hospital  and  if  so,  how  much. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $200.00  to 
improve  road  from  fork  of  road  near  Hawkins  Bridge 
to  state  road  toward  Slab  City,  so-called. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $83.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Associa- 
tion of  New  Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  distribu- 
tion of  printed  matter  calling  attention  to  the  resources 
and  natural  advantages  of  the  town,  in  cooperation 
with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region.

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The  foregoing  table  shows  that  Center  Harbor  has  a 
school  year  about  three  days  longer  than  the  state 
average;  that  the  West  Center  Harbor  school  had  an 
excellent  record  of  attendance,  and  all  the  schools  ex- 
cept the  grammar  room  at  the  village  had  a  commend- 
able low  record  of  tardiness. 

Our  School  Buildingts 

The  major  item  of  building  repairs  during  the  past 
summer  was  the  installation  of  septic  toilets  at  the 
village  school.  This  type  of  toilet  is  less  expensive  to 
maintain  than  the  type  formerly  used,  as  the  cost  of 
frequent  recharging  with  chemicals  is  elimated.  A 
more  efficient  ventilating  system  was  installed.  The 
whole  job  is  giving  very  good  satisfaction. 

Health  and  Physical  Welfare 

Because  of  accident  and  subsequent  illness,  Miss 
Helen  Nichols  resigned  her  position  as  school  nurse 
last  April,  and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  in 
her  place  a  woman  of  long  experience  in  school  work, 
Miss  Eva  M.  Nelson.  Miss  Nelson  does  her  work  in  an 
efficient  and  thorough  manner.  A  dental  clinic  last  May, 
through  the  cooperation  of  Dr.  Pottle,  made  possible 
the  treatment  of  38  pupils  from  Center  Harbor. 

Tuition  Costs 

For  years  the  tuition  rate  for  pupils  who  attend 
school  in  Center  Harbor  but  live  in  neighboring  towns 
has  been  $1.00  per  week.  This  is  so  far  below  the  ac- 
tual cost  of  their  education  that  the  school  board  has 
been  obliged  to  increase  the  tuition  rate  to  $60.50  per 
year  which  is  approximately  the  average  cost  per  pu- 
pil for  instruction. 
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Acknowledgments 

The  cooperation  of  the  Red  Cross  in  assisting  us  to 
provide  hot  lunches  during  the  winter  term  is  much  ap- 
preciated. The  Town  House  Pupils  have  earned  money 
to  provide  kitchen  utensils. 

Conclusion 

This  report  has  made  no  comment  on  the  main  every- 
day job  which  the  teachers  are  doing — the  job  of  build- 
ing better  citizens  for  the  next  generation.  In  mention- 
ing the  unusual  details  such  as  have  been  included 
here,  I  do  not  mean  to  suggest  that  the  commonplace 
task  well  done  is  not  worthy  of  the  highest  praise.  The 
teachers  deserve  our  sincere  commendation  for  their 
faithful  efforts,  as  well  as  the  parents  and  school  board 
for  their  willing  cooperation.
